Tue Tragedy of The Grecian Daughter was tast vight performed at 
this Theatre. Miss Kemble’s Euphrasia is, perhaps, ler very best 
character, at any rate she looks best in it, the style of dress gives a 
more commanding air to her figure, and her attitudes are very fine.— 
Miss Kemble played the character much as she did last season, except 
that she gave more effect to the last scene, which was very fincly acted 
last night. Herentreaties to Dionysius to spare her father’s life were 
urgent and pathetic, and her declamation and attitndes, after she has 
stabbed the tyrant, were specimens of tragic acting of the very highest 
order. The applause bestowed on Miss Kemble’s exertions last night 
was more enthusiastic and general than it has been on any aheernes | 
one. Mr. C. Kemble’s Evander has fine points, but itis not a sustaine 
performance. Bennett's Dionysius would be good if he would abate 
a little of the bardness with which he forces out his words. As to the 
Philotas of Mr.Warde, and the Phocion of Mr. Abbott, it would be im- 
possible to do justice to the exéellence of their recitative, was The 
Grecian Daughier an Opera, instead of a Tragedy. Teddy the Tiler 
followed, in which Power is so clever that we can hardly find in our 
hearts to object to his making himself the author as well as the actor. 
Last night he retained very little of the original dialogue, but gave a 
version of his own, to the discomforture of the rest of the performers, 
who looked io vain for their enes ; if we could ever excuse this liberty it 
would be in Power—but it should not be. Miss Nelson played Flora, the 
flower girl, dressed in scarlet satin ; she quite outshone the noble house 
of Dunderford ;—is there no one in the Theatre to regulate these mat- 
ters. Black Eyed Susan concluded.—The house was very full, the 
galleries so uncomfortably so, that whole scenes were inaudible, from 
their quarrels ; this we have noticed several nights at this Theatre; 
why do they suffer the galleries to be so full, or why are not the police 
more active ? 

At the Tottenham Street Theatre, this evening, The Corsair! with 
First Impressions, The Children in the Wood, and Killing no Murder. 

The eldest daughter of Mr. Dobbs, of the Birmingham Theatre, put 
an end to her existence by poison; her father’s opposition to her em- 
bracing the stage, as a profession, is said to be the cause.
